platform of principles setting forth 

the achievements and purposes of 
the international arbitration movement 
was adopted today by the Conference 
on International Arbitration. The plat- 
form follows: 7 

“The eleventh annual meeting of the 
Lake Mohonk Conference on Interna- 
tional Arbitration expresses its gratifi- 
cation over the advance made in the 
cause of the pacific settlement of dis- 
putes between nations during the past 
year. Numerous special treaties of ar- 
pitration have been concluded and are 
now in force. The Hague convention 
commands increasing confidence among 
civilized peoples, its purpose and scope 
are better understood, its provisions 
have been resorted to with success in 
cases of great difficulty, as in the set- 
tlement of the North Sea incident, and 
we now have confident assurance that 
the tribunal which it has established 
will become of increasing importance 
in maintaining the peace of the world. 
“The interests that contribute to the 
promotion of the cause are ever broad- 
ening. Those of the wage earners are 
finding emphatic expression, commerce 
is keenly sensitive to disastrous inter- 
ruptions by war, whether near or re- 
mote, the promoters of religion and 
philanthropy are alarmed at the hin- 
érance of their work by every disturb- 
ance of international peace and the 
sense of human brotherhood is increas- 
ingly felt and appreciated throughout 
the world. These signs of promise 
show that _the long darkness of bar- 
barism is passing away and that the 
bright day of-universal peace is dawn- 
ing indeed. 

“We are highly gratified at the ef- 
forts of President Roosevelt in promot- 
ing the causes of international peace 
and justice, and we rejoice in his call 
for a second conference at The Hague. 
We confidently expect that any ques- 
tions of international law that are 
now vague or undetermined wil) there 
find wise solution. We also hope that

“We heartily commend the work of 
the Inter-Parliamentary Union and re- 
joice in the zeal and efficiency of the 
American group of its membership. We 
rejoice that some strength has been 
given to the cause of international ar- 
bitration by the fact that no country 
has ever yet repudiated an arbitral 
award. We believe that the decrees 
of the international court wil] be best 
enforced by the power of public senti- 
‘ment and by the fear of the loss of 
world respect on the part of any na- 
tion against whom any award may be 
made.

President Reads His Message: to 
Congress, in Which it is Shown 
That Allies Have Been Paid Their 
Claims — Differences With the 
United States Adjusted.

CARACAS (Venezucia) June 2.—([By 
South American Cabic.} President Cas- 
tro read his message to Congress today. 
Me said that the Venezuelan govern- 
ment hed maintcined good relations 
with foreign countries in the degree 
‘weir respective representative desired. 
Therefore, the relations of Venezuela 
with all countries were relatively cor- 
dial. 

The government had acceded to the 
desires of the respective - representa- 
tives of foreign countries so far as jus- 
tice, equity and the dignity and honor 
o” the nation permitted. On the other 
hand, Venezuela Lad duly paid the allies 
the amounts peremptori.y demanded by 
them and had then paid them thiriy 
per cent. of the customs duties collect- 
ed at La Guira and Puerto Cabello. 
When the claims of the allies had been 
paid, the thirty per cent. of the cus- 
toms duties of La Guaira and Puerto 
Cabello would be devoted to the pay- 
ment of the claims of the other powers 
which ®ad been presented pacifically. 

OTHER DEBTS. 

“In regard to the debts of Venezuela 
other than .the claims of the powers 
previously referred to,” says the Presi- 
dent, “the government of Venezuela 
had twice sent Gen. José Antonio Velu- 
tint to Europe to make new arrange- 
ments with her creditors. I have the 
satisfaction to announce that such ar- 
rangements have already been made, 
that the agreements have been signed 
and that the arrangement relating to 
the Disconto Bank of Berlin has been 
ratified by the German government.

LUIS OBISPO. 


Companies Enter Field Determined 
to Prove its Possibilities—Todos 
Santos Company Reports New Well. 
Hall Gusher at Olinda Still Active 
Pouring Out Fuel Oil. 


A telephone message received from 
Oreutt in the Santa Maria district yes- 
terday stated that the Todos Santos 
Company has struck ofl in the weil 
which tt has been drilling not far from 
the Union's UHartneil gusher. The 
strike had been anticipated for several 
days as the drill neared the sands 
where oll had been struck in the ad- 
joining holes, and the indications of 
petroleum increased. No particulars as 
to the capacity of the well have yet 
been learned. 

The New Pennsylvania company has 
its drill down 200 feet in its well on 
the Kaiser ranch. A good shale has al- 
ready been. struck. ee 

The Palmer, the company just or- 
ganized by former Superintendent Hen- 
derson of the Western Union, has just 
commenced drilling its first well. 

The Rice Ranch Company, 4 corpo- 
ration just organized in Los Angeles, 
is about to begin drilling near Orcutt. 

The northern portion of the coast 
field that lies in San Luis Obispo 
county is beginning to attract more at- 
tention and a number of new compa- 
nies are entering the district while the 
older ones are increasing their forces. 
Among those actively at work is the 
Santa .wcla, a San Luis Obispo cor- 
poration with offices in that city, that 
now has a well down 320 feet, with 
sixteen-inch hole now in a formation 
that indicates the nearness of oil 
sand. The company has announced its 
intention of going to a depth of 4000 
feet, if necessary, to prove the land, 
but success is looked for sooner. The 
San Luis iands have been little pros- 
pected compared with those in Santa 
Barbara, but the indications are said 
to be strongly in favor of the eventual 
development of a rich field there. The 
Santa Lucia's officers are J. F. Fiedler, 
president, and F. C. Cherry, secretary, 
both of San Luis Obispo. The com- 
pany has 3000 acres.

FLAMES DESTROY NEW HOME 
AND ITS CONTENTS.

tervcay they devoted their time to the 
werk of arranging their furniture, 
fixing their decorations and last night 


they Were hanging pictures, 

The husband was on a stepladder driv- 
ing a nail and his wofe stood below 
holding a coal oil lamp. Mr. Stahimyer 
accidentally dropped the hammer and 
it etruck and shattered the lamp, caus- 
ing an explosion which threw blazing 
ol1 all over’ the room and setting fire 
to Mrs. Stahlmyer’s dress. 

The husband's first thought was of the 
safety of his wife and before he tried 
to extinguish the fire, which was rapidly 
spreading over the room, he put out 
the flames on wife's dress. 
was not injured savé for several severe 
burns about the hands and arms and 
her husband almost carried her out of, 
the house. 

By that time the interior of the house 
was ablaze and by the time the neign- 
bors arrived it was found to be a hop>- 
less task to try to save the structure. 
Mr. Stahlmyer tried to save some of 
his personal effects and in so doing 
was terrily burned about the head.

THE RAMPAGE 
OF MRS. KNOX. 


Shakes ‘Attorney by Collar in 
Courthouse. 


Follows it With an Assault in 
His Office. 


Declares She Forced Him to 
Make an Apology. — 


Pretty little Zobiana Gervais, whose 
troubles have figured in the public prints 
every day since she regeived the cruel 
beating from her brother because she 
had lost 15 cents, was the indirect cause 
yesterday of two exciting episodes: one 
at the courthouse and the other in the 
‘office of the attorney for the child's 
father, Lou Claibourne, in the Wilson 
block. 

A woman witness highly tncensed at 
what she deemed an unwarranted at- 
tack upon her character, created the 
first ecene at the court, and the later 
trouble was the culmination of an at- 
tempt of the witness to “get even” with 
the attorney who she claimed had in- 
sulted her. 

Having recovered from the stripes 

id upon her by her brother, little Zo- 
Sie ana was brought yesterday before 
the Juvenile Court, In order that some 
legal disposition might be made of her. 

The case came before Judge York, 
sitting in the Juvenile Court, and it 
was while he was considering what 
was best for the girl that the first 
striking scene was enacted. 


Miss Helen Mathewson, the com- 
plaining witness against Zobiana’s 
brother, was present, and, together 


with other friends of the child, recom- 
mended that she be placed in the care 
of the Sisters of the Home of the 
Guardian Angel, and Probation ()fficer 
Dodds also recommended that she . be 
sent to the sisters. . 


THE CAUSE OF HER ANGER. 


When Mrs. Knox went upon the stand 
she rehearsed the facts that are now 
of common notoriety, gave the Gervais 
family some hard raps, and protested 
against the father or any ether mem- 
bers of the family having anything to 
do with the guardianship of the child. 

“Were you ever in the Gervais 
home?” inquired Attorney Claibourne, 

“No, sir.” answered Mra. Knox with 
a strong touch of contempt In her voice. 
“I would not associate with them. Mrs. 
Gervais was a lady Dut at her death 
the family went to pieces.” 

Having thus virtuously declared ber- 
self, Mrs. Knox sat back in her sea‘. 

“Are you a divorced woman— lid your 
husband get a divorce from you?" 
asked Mr. Claibourne, in an irritatingly 
quiet, but insinuating voice that ap- 
peared to make the witness very angry. 

“Don't you dare to insinuate that my 
husband divorced me,” and Mrs. Knox's 
face became white with anger. “No, 
sir, I got a divorce from him because 
he was a drunken brute—just the same 
as some others I see around here.” and 
with this last shot Mrs. Knox trield ti» 
quiet down. 

“Well,. anyway, you are a divorced 
woman," got back the attorney, non- 
chalantly, “and why was it that your 
husband refused to live with you?” 

This was too much, and the witness 
fairly fumed with rage. 


“He did not refuse,” she stuttered 


out, and then, shaking her finger at 
Gervais, she said: ‘This-is your dirty 
work. and Vll get. even with you,” 


and Mrs. Knox swept from the witness 
stand and went outside the courtroom) 
where she waited for him. 

Inasmuch as the ladies of the De- 
tention Home Committee and the pro- 
bation officer deemed it best for Zobi- 
ana that she be sent to the Sisters of 
the Home of the Guardian Angels, that 
order was made by the court. The or- 
der. however, is only a temporary one, 
and a month hence, when the child is 
again brought into court, some action 
will be probably taken with regard to 
permanent guardianship. 

WAS LYING IN WAIT. 

The matter having been disposed of, 
Attorney Claibourne prepared to de- 
part from the courtroom, but was in- 
formed by a friend that the angry 
woman was awaiting him outside. A 
bailiff stepped up and volunteered to 
escort the attorney through the build- 
ing. No sooner had they emerged from 
the doors of the courtroom than Mrs. 
Knox grabbed Claibourne by the lap- 
pel of his coat, and with vigorous 
shakes she emphasized her berating. 

The bailiff interposed and drew the 
woman away, but she struggled to 
again reach her victim, and was fairly 
frantic with rage. Mrs. Knox had to 
be threatened with arrest before she 
quieted down. 

Before. Claibourne departed she de- 
manded: “I want to know that man’s 
name and address. I'm not through 
with him yet.” 


Claibaqurne gave his name and the 
number of his office, and then hustled

away. A short time after he had 
reached his offige, Mrs. Knox, accom- 
panied by her husband and Mrs. Louise 
Preston, who was also a witness in 
Gervais case, entered the attorney's 


ce. 

Mr. Claibourne says she declared that 
she had come for an apology, and that 
unless it was forthcoming she would 
give him a whipping. He stated to 
her: “Madam, I am a Virginian, and 
a gentleman, and we Virginian gen- 
tlemen never insult ladies. If I have 
been the cause of hurting your feel- 
ings I am very sorry; but I acted sim- 
ply as an attorney for my client, and 
took up the matter at his request. I 
would suggest that you interview Mr. 
Gervais, madam.” 

Mr. Claibourne smiled his bilandest 
Virginia smile, but the lady would not 
be pacified, and she again laid violent 
hands on the attorney. and thrust him 
into a chair. 

Mr. Claibourne says he then ad- 
dressed himself to the husband of 
Mrs. Knox, and that the man was 
amenable to reason, and called off his 
irate spouse. He says the trio de- 
parted with Mr. Knox apparently sat- 
isfied that hts wife's honor had been 
avenged; but the lady herself was 
pacific, and declared that she would 
next interview Gervais. 

Mrs. Knox states that she could not 
endure the aggravating manner and 
method of the attorney, and that she 
determined to make him apologize or 
take the consequences. Although Clal- 
yourne says she did not strike him in 
his office, witnesses say that he re- 
ceived several vigorofs blows in the 
face from the woman. She claims that 
physically forcéa4d him to apolo- 
gize.

Veteran newspaper men say they 
never saw an instance of foolish faking 
and dishonest journalism equal to that 
of the Express in printing in its 5 
o'clock edition last evening a report 
under flaring headlines that the ordi- 
nance had been carried.

MEXICAN CONSUL CLAIMS THE

Alleged That He Captured Antonio 
Martinez at Ranch Near Ensenada 
and Ferced Him to Come Over into 
the United States—Proceedings In- 
stituted te Secure Felix.

As an aftermath of the case in which 
one Antonio Martinez, one-time 
dent of Santa Monica Calon, ws 
brought to trial in Los Angeles early 
in the present year for a murder com- 
mitted several years ago near Santi 
Monica, and for which he is now serv- 
ing sentence In San Quentin prison, 
comes an action begun yesterday before 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke. 

Gen. G. Andrade, Consul for Mexico, 
has filed a complaint alleging that 
Martinex who was @ citizen of the re- 
public of, Mexico, was kidnaped by An- 
tonio Felix at the Benito Dominguez 
ranch, near Ensenada, and wag forci- 
bly brought to the United States with-

Proceedings have been instituted 
against Felix in the courts of Lower 
California, on the charge of kidnaping, 
and i is to secure hig presence that 
this move is made. It is set forth in 
the transcript of the legal papers filed 
with the commissioner that Felix was 
induced to secure Martinez through 
the instrumentality of F. J. Talamantes 
of the Los Angeles police force, who 
spent several days at Ensenada in his 
attempt to get Martinez over the in- 
ternationa] border.

ESULTS OF THE ELECTION. 
The people of Loa Angeles have 
spoker, on the subject of prohibition. 
They have spoken emphatically, and 
the verdict is of record. 
A large yote was jolled—large for a 
special election. The total aumber of 


votes cast was 28,736. Of this num- 
er, 15,270 were cast against the ordi- 


neree, and 8466 in its favor; showing a 
majority cf 6804 agaiast the ordinance. 

In addition to its being a large vote, 
the vete was fairly casi and honestly 
counted, so far as appears from the 
evidence. There may be some charges 
of fraud” on the part of those who are 
suffering the chagrin of defeat, wut 
there is probably no basis for such 
charger. 

Yesterday's election was the verdict 
of tae people; the verdict of the sen- 
sible, covi-headed citizens of Los An- 
geies, who are not exiremists on either 


side Oo} the question. These citizens } 


determined ihe result, as beiween the 
fanatics on both sides. whose vctes 
Were about an even offset tor each 
othe”. 

The saloon-keepers should not, <de- 
ceive themselves with the idea that the 
resuit of the electivun is a “‘saioon vic- 
tory.” There is no doubt that the sen- 
timent of this commuuity is as over- 
whelmingly opposed to the unregulated 
saloon as it is to prohibition. 

Yesterd: y's vote is in fact a warning 


to the saloons and to liquor-seilers in 


general, that they will be taxed, regu- 
limited, and 
abuses which have prevailed in the 
pasi will not be tolerated in the fu- 
ture. High licenses will be enacied, 
and strict obedience to the law will be 
enforced. 

Thais victory was won by the people, 
not by a few “workers.”” The credit, 
as we nave said, belongs to the men 
of moderate, rational views, not to ex- 
tremists, political wire-puliers, or pro- 
fessional “workers.” 

The election was the triumph of 
common sense. 

Specificuily, the. proaibition ordi- 
nance was defeated because the oppusi- 
tion cast the mosi votea. But the mis- 


taken methods of the prohibition sup- | 


porters contributed largely to the re- 
sult. One of their principal mistakes 
was ip conducting a vicious campaign 
of vilification, of falsehood, and of 
personal abuse. The vituperation and 
malicious misrepresentations of the 
Evening Express, which lent itself, 
body and soul, to the prohibition 
cause, cost the Probibitionists many 
votes. Another mistake made by the 
supperters of the ordinance was in at- 
tempting to play for the votes of mod- 
erates amd extremists at the same time, 
by declaring that their ordinance did 
not mean prohibition, while all their 


‘campaign work, and their declarations 


in» the early stages of the campaign, 
gave the He to that assumption. The 
ordinance was either for license or for 
prohibition. Au attempt to ride two 
horses, going in opposite directions, 
usually leads to disaster, 

This election has laid the foundation

OT PROHIBITION, BUT HIGH 
LICENSE. 

By a vote of almost two to one the 
citizens of Los Angeles have decided 
io have none of the Chapman-Hahn 
prohibition ordinance, 3 

There has been a full and free ex- 
pression of public sentiment,-at the 
polls. a larger vote than was antici- 
pated being cast, and the Prohibition- 
ists bave been overwhelmingly de- 
feated. The result means that the 
people of Los Angeles belicve that a 
sumptuary law is not the best method 
of suppressing the evils of intemper- 
ance: they believe that a system 
which has been a failure and a farce 


‘in other States should not be adopted 


in Los Angeles; they believe that the 
saioon. a source of misery and crime, 
should be regulated by stringent law 
and kept in the open, where all its 
goings-on may. be observed and where 
it may be held to atrict accountability, 
rather than relegated to the position 
of a secret dive in whith the worst 
practices may be kept up uader cover 
or protected by the connivance of 


corrupt officers. The enormous vote 
against the Chapman-Hahn prohibition 


| ordinance leaves not a shadow of a 


doubt that the citizens of Los Angeles 
are in favor of high license. 

Then let us have high license! Let 
us bave it promptly! Let us tax 
the liquor traffic so severely that 
there will be less money in the busi- 
ness, the number of saloons will be 
decreased, and the character and con- 
duct of these resorts will be im- 
proved! 


The Council should lose no time in 
taking up this matter, giving it care- 
ful consideration and enacting a sys- 
tem of litense taxation that will cut 
out the low dives and place the 
saloons upon a plane of respecta- 
bility and good order. The Coun- 
cil can fix a license rate that will 
meke it unprofitable for cheap joints 
to do business, and can so reduce the 
number of saloons that it will be pos- 
sible to keep a sharp watch on eyery 
one of them and eliminate lawiéss- 
ness. The Times invokes the Coun- 
cil to lose no time in bringing 
about these conditions. The Mayor 
and Police Commissioners are un- 
doubtedly in favor of the pian. 

The people of Los Angeles will not 
submit to having a small nutnber of 
reformers, however lofty their ideals 
may be, tell them what they shall eat 
or what they shall drink, or where- 
withal they shall be clothed; but 2 
great majority of them, a very great 
majority. are in favor of the most 
rational, best-tried and most success- 
ful method of promoting good con- 
duct by regulating a dangerous but 
neceseary traffic, based upon what, in 
so Many cases, is an unfortunate and 
deplorable appetite. 


At the cost to the tax-payers of 


many thousands of dollars, the plan 
of Dr. Chapman and his associates 
has been submitted to the judgment 
of the people, and it has been rejected 
by a telling, a decisive vote of 
nearly two to one. If they act 
in good faith, Dr. Chapman 1nd 
his fellow-promoters will acquiesce 
in the verdict, and lend their 
assistance to the high license mave- 
ment. The people would consider it 
eomething worse than folly if the Pro- 
hibition leaders should carry out the 
threat, so hastily and excitedly made 
by Dr. Chapman in last night’s ie-

German tariff, which is to go into ef- 
fect in less than a year, and which, if 
no steps be taken to offset it, will seri- 
ously affect our tiade with Germany, 
and indirectly our trade with . some 
other nations cf Europe. It is evident 
that Congress wiil be obliged to take 
some action at its next session to meet 
the situation which this new tariff will 
creace. Two courses are open to us. 


, One is to negotiate a reciprocity treaty 
controiled. The 


with Germany, by which, in considera- 
tion of cegtain concessions on articles 
imported into this country, we can ee- 
cure immunity from the high duties 
imposed by the German tariff which is 
to go into effect text year. The other 
course open to us is to retaliate upon 
Germany by imposing high tariffs, 
which in some cases may be even pro- 
hibitive, upon German products ¢x- 
ported to this country. 

Secretary Shaw of the Treasury De- 
partment, in some of his recent ad- 
dresses, has intimated pretty strongly 
that the policy of the administratiun 
in dealing with this affair will be re- 
taliative rather than conciliatory. He 
declares that an amendment to the 
Dingley tariff law will be introduced 
at che next session of Congress, con- 
taining a provision as follows: ” 

“Be it enacted, whenever any coun- 


try grants to the people of any other 
country privileges within its markets 


| which are withheld from the people of 


the United States, then and in all such 
instances the tariff duties on merchan- 
dise coming from these countries 
showing such preference shall be — 
per cent. higher than provided in the 
schedule of cxisting tariff laws.” 

If enacted, this provisicn would af- 
ford a maximum and a minimum tariff 
rate. Nations favoring us with a low 
tariff rate would pay the minimum 
tariff upon entering our markets, while 
our maximum rate would be enforced 
only against nations which exact a 
maximvm raie against our exports. in 
other words, we should enter upon a 
tariff war with Germany. That 'such a 
war would be profitable to cither coun- 
try is not in the least probable. But 
the new German tariff seems to have 
been designed t» compel other nations 
to enter into reciprocity relations wiih 
Germany. The idea of being forced 
into relations of any kind that are dis- 
taste(ul to us is not calculated to be 
popular in the United States, in cer- 
tain cases, reciprocity may be advan- 


tageous, but it may be carried so far as | 


to be an approximation to free trade, 
and es such, extremely hurtful to the 
revenues and the industries of a coun- 
try. 
The President has recently intimated 
that in his opinion both reciprocity 
and retaliation may be advantageously 
employed in dealing with this- question 
—‘a reciprocal arrangement with 
countries that were disposed to be 
friendly commercially, saving the re- 
talistory measures for countries that 
were inclined to treat the United States 
with unfairness.” Without 
doubt the Presidént will take up this 
question in his next annual message, 
and it is equally probable that Con- 
gress will be guided to a great extent 
in its action by the President's recom- 


mendaions.

THAT INTERVIEW 


WITH CHAPMAN.

The facts in relation to the pub 
lished interview in yesterday's Times 
by one of its reporters with Dr. Er- 
vin 8S. Chapman (which the Ex- 
press last evening sovght laboriously 
and unsuccessfully to controvert in a 
column statement by Dr. Chapman, 
barren of a single point) are, briefly, 
as follows: 

The reporter called on Dr. Chapman 
and extended him, on. behalf of The 
Times, the courtesy of a final state- 
ment for publication before the opening 
of the polls. Dr. Chapman's answer Was 
a bitter complaint that this was the 
first. time during the campaign that a 
representative of The Times had asked 
him for an interview (not a fact;) and 
he followed this with the absurd 
charge that in opposing the ordinance 


this paper had “ranged up along- 
side the rough-tough-and-scuff ele- 
ment.”” This hysterical accusation was 


firmly, but quietly. and courteously, re- 
buked. 

Dr. Chapman was asked for a flat 
“yes” or “no” answer to the question, 
“Is the proposed ordinance an entering 
wedge,” etc., and he replied with heat: 
“That is none of your business, sir!” 
Finally he consented to answer the 
question, and did so in the negative. 
Then he was asked if he would pledge 
himself and his people to be content 
with the ordinance if it carried, and he 
first evaded the query and later an- 
swered it equivocally, precisely as he 
Was quoted in yesterday's Times. 

Throughout the interview, which 
lasted an hour or more, no “incivility”’ 
oF “impertinence’ was offered Dr. 

apman by the newspaper man; on 
the contrary, the latter used special 
care to bear himself quietly and cour- 
teously in the face of the unusval 
irritation displayed by Dr. Chapman 
Whenever the interviewer declined to 
eoncede any of the many extreme 
Statements urged by the Anti-Saioon 
superintendent In support of the ef- 
fectiveness of prohibition laws and the 
Standing of people on the different 
sides of the Los Angeles fight—side s- 
sues Which were imtroduced by Dr 
Chapman himself. 

By the doctor's own request only 
these parts of the interview relating 
to “the entering wedge’ were subse- 
quently quoted; and upon this question 
he was quoted without the slightest 
change in the words which he used. 
That is, he was quoted verbatim. 

That Dr. Chapman's memory plays 
him tricks is sharply evidenced by his 
Statement in yesterday’s Express that 
he had “a similar (unpleasant) ex- 
perience with this same representative 
of the press a few weeks before” this 
one. The doctor ig in error. The re- 
porter in question has called on Dr.
